UPLAND AND CHINO HAVE 
,. SAME RATE AS LAST 
YEAR 
San Bernardino, Redlands, On- 
tario and Rialto Show Slight 
Increase in Taxes. Colton 
and Needles Rate Lower 


Taxes will be about the same as 
last year in Upland and Chino, 
while in San Bernardino, Redlands, 
Rialto and Ontario they will be 
higher. In Colton and Needles 
they will be lower. 

With the exception of the rich 
school districts in the west end of 
the county, where there is some 
decrease, taxes in the school dis- 
tricts will be higher. 

The principal increase in school 
districts is in San Bernardino High 
School district sections, where 21 
cents was added for the new high 
school bond tax and an increase of 
12 cents was made in the high 
school rate. This increase adds 
materially to the taxes of Rialto, 
Highland, Del Rosa and other 
parts of the San Bernardino Val- 
ley. 

Redlands School Rate Higher 

Various desert districts which 
voted bonds for school houses will 
experience sharp increases. 

Redlands elementary school dis- 
trict, where a large bond issue was 





i voted, likewise experiences a sharp 


increase. 

The Board of Supervisors yester- 
day fixed the county tax rate at 
$2.82 inside of cities and $3.32 out- 
side of citfés. A reduction in most 
county general funds is overcome 
by afi increase in the county 
school levy and the addition of the 
fund to provide interest for the 
new courthouse bond issue. 

City Levies Compared 

The county levy completed the 
total tax rate and following is the 
comparative table by cities:

Three Cities Have Own Basis 

*City rates for Redlands, Rialto 
and Ohina cannot be compared 
on the same basis as the other 
cities of the county, for the reason 
they fix their own basis of valua- 
tion for assessment purposes while 
the other cities use the county’s 
assessment of one-third the actual 
value. 

Redlands uses a two-thirds basis, 
merely doubling the county figures. 
This would give Redlands a city 
rate of $2.80, if comparison is 
sought with other cities, and a 
total tax rate of $7.67. Chino uses 
a valuation of about 50 per cent. 

Gate City Rates Increase 

Following is an analysis’ of the 
rates in various cities: 

San Bernardino: The city rate 
is increased from $1.88 to $1.92, 4 
raise. of 4 cents; the district school 
rate is decreased from $1,783 to 
$1.71,.a cut of 2 cents, and the 
county rate is increased from $2.75 
to $2.82, an increase of 7 cents, a 
net increase of 9 cents. The total 
rate is $6.45. In new portions of 
San Bernardino the rate is $6.29. 

Redlands: The city rate is the 
same, $1.40; the district ‘school 
rate is increased from $1.59 to 
$2.05, raise of 46 cents, and the 
county rate is increased from $2.75 
to $2.82, a, raise of 7 cents, a net 
increase of 53 cents. The heavy 
increase in the school rate is the 
result of 560 cents for bonds re- 
cently voted. The high school 
rate is cut 6 cents, and the high 
school bond rate is increased 2 
cents, In Redlands Annex No. 1 
the total rate is 5 cents less. 

Ontario Rate is Increased 

Ontario: The city rate, in the 
old city, is $1.68, an increase of 
2 cents; the school rate is $2.25, 
an increase of 4 cents, and the 
vounty: rate is $2.82, an increase 
of 7 Gents; a ‘total increase of 18 
The. total. rate of $6.70, 
however, is still materially under 
the rate of two years ago, $7.08.

DANCING COMPLETE 
DAY’S FUN 


Thrills Not on Official Pro- 
gram Offset Planned Climax 
of Afternoon Program. Two 
Men Are Injured 








The pages of history were turn- 
ed back Monday when the Cuca- 
monga Pioneer Pageant and Rodeo 
were staged in the natural amphi- 
theatre which spreads out from 
the base of Lone Hill, before a 
crowd variously estimated from 
7,000 to 10,000. 

Bobbered, shower-bather, mass- 
aged and manicured Lone Hill had 
no doubt been wondering what it 
was all about as for several days 
previous to Monday extensive prep- 
arations for the throng that came 
had been going on, and doubtless 
when the hundreds of people be- 
gan arriving Lone Hill, figurative- 
ly speaking, prepared for the 
worst, as for hundreds of years 
the hill has been there of no 
value except to stop the spent 
shot from the guns of shooters 
at the Lone Hill Gun Club. 

The program opened with the 
seating capacity taxed to the limit, 
and it became necessary for hun- 
dreds to sit on the side hill in 
order to get a view of the pageant 
and rodeo stunts which followed. 

In the back ground of the nat- 
ural stage that spreads out from 
the base of Lone Hill, Indian ~wig- 
wams appeared beside the stream 
which once wound its way down 
through the Red _ Hill section. 
From the crest of Red Hill in the 
distance first came Chief Standing 
Bear and a handful of the surviv- 
ing tribe, garbed in feathers, war 
paint and the atmosphere of the 
afternoon. The Indians wound 
their way. down the hill to the 
amphitheatre where a war dance

As the Indians.danced two Fran- 
ciscan padres with their faithful 
‘Mission Indians followed. 

Then came the Spaniards dress- 
ed in bright colors with the splen- 
dor of the early days of the ca- 
balleros and dons. Following them 
were the covered wagons of the 
pioneers and ‘49ers, filled with 
women and children, all dressed 
in the costume of the period, and 
drawn by plodding horses who 
trod their way carefully down 
the hillside, the entire parade be- 
ing guarded by men with old-fash- 
ioned guns trudging alongside the 
wagons containing their families 
and household possessions, bring- 
ing everything they had to start 
life in a new country. Adhering 
strictly to local atmosphere, when 
the wagons stopped for a rest, the 
women , all -got out -and had a 
merry-making scene, dancing the 
old-fashioned Virginia Reel with 
grace and freedom of movement, 
unhampered by the long dresses, 
while fiddlers played old-time 
tunes for them. 

Two of the interesting things in 
the procession was the old Span- 
ish carreta drawn by oxen, and 
the first carriage to enter San 
Bernardino Valley, which was lent 
for. the occasion by the Pioneer 
Society of the Gate City. 

The Rodeo 

To the small boy and the typical 
westerner the Rodeo proved the 
entertaining feature of the day, 
but to the theater-goer or vaude- 
ville enthusiast the action was en- 
tirely too slow. Act after act 
were announced but the only 
thrills that a large part of the 
crowd enjoyed weren’t on the pro- 
gram, but resulted in a real thrill 
for the ‘audience. 

Charles Sloan was hitching a 
team to a chariot just off the 
track, when the animals lunged 
forward, sprawling Mr. Sloan out 
on the neck-yoke and tongue of 
the chariot, Sloan hung to the 
tongue as the team made a mad 
dash toward a ditch, then veered 
Dack on to the track, and was 
turning the curve into the straight- 
away when cow-punchers forced 
the team into the fence, throwing 
Sloan heneath the wheels of the 
chariot. He was picked up un- 
conscious. and rushed to San An- 
tonio Hospital, where it was, found 
his hip was seriously injured and 
other injuries may develop later. 

Sloan’s headwork in the emer- 
gency was almost super-human. 
Sprawled out as he was over the

Sale at a public auction of 
the buildings on property in- 
éluded in the courthouse site 
tecently acquired by the coun- 
ty at Third street and Ar- 
rowhead avenue, San Bernar- 
dino, was authorized yesterday 
by the Board of Supervisors. 
The buildings, 10 residences all 
of which must be removed, will 
be sold at the site.

Burton Cited to Appear 

Harry N. Burton, an Onta- 
rio automobile dealer, was yes-

This is the Diamond Jubilee Year of Cali- 
fornia’s statehood. With one magnificent week 
of fiesta, a crowded program of pageant, 
tableaux, procession, music, danee, song, and 
carnival, San Franeisco is celebrating the 
momentous event in a Way that no one fortu- 


nate enough to participate will ever forget. 
The statehood enabling act admitting Cali- 


fornia into the Union was signed by Prest- 


dent Millard Fillmore September 9, 1850. 
California’s existence as a state dates from 
that day, seventy-five years ago.

It was a rosy romance, this, the first rhap- 
sody on California ever penned, and it grip- 
ped the imagination of sixteenth century 
Spain. Whether it was the gold or the ‘‘Ama- 
zons of ardent courage” that lured, who can 
tell? Montalvo, chroniclers of 
medieval chivalry, chronicled ‘Tos Sergas de 
Esplandian”’ in 1510. California and its Ama- 
con queen, Califra, were the figments of his 
dream. Two hundred years after his death 
Montalvo’s dream came true. California was 
found, not exactly as he had dreamed it, but

In 1542 Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo, a Por- 
tuguese navigator, one of a host of bold ad- 
venturers seeking th land of gold and Ama- 
rons, cast anchor in the bay of San Diego, so 
that the history of California begins really on 
the day that Cabrillo knelt on his deck to give 
thanks for his discovery. That was 383 years 
ago. or more than five times seventy-five. But 
the name, California, goes back to the dreams 
of Montalvo. Its derivation has baffled ety- 
mologists completely. Where Montalvo found 
it. unless in some gorgeous corridor of his 
faney, is nowhere revealed in the archives of 
California’s history, of which there are whole 
libraries in many languages. 

Cabrillo died soon after his great discovery, 
but the two small ships he commanded, the 
Sen Salvador and Victoria, crept north until 
the whole of California’s coast line was tra- 
versed. Bartolome Ferrelo, who took Ca- 
brillo’s post, found ‘‘a country of beautiful 
vegetation,’’ and his ships were followed by 
‘feroat signal smokes kindled ashore.’? Thus 
Spain finished the work of Columbus and of 
Cortez in Mexico and Pern, and her carto- 
eraphers added California to the maps of her 
reatm and conquests. 

Twenty years after Cabrillo’s landing an 
English sail questing Spanish treasure and 
what it could find fluttered down on the coast 
of California. Sir Francis Drake, kinsman of 
the creat Hawkins, figures of might in the 
spacious days of Elizabeth. on a voyage that 
took him in to the Pacific, following the trail 
of the Spaniards who had gained the East by 
sailing west, found himself on the coast of 
California. He had not read Montalvo, so he 
ealled California New Albion. and appropri- 
ated for his queen Elizabeth. The bay where 
he landed in June, 1579, to repair his ship 
still bears his name, Drake’s Bay. 

Drake left New Albion and sailed back to 
Plymouth without knowing that the kindly 
enast which

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Junipero Serra, etched itself indelibly on the 
first page of the history of California’s civili- 
zation. In 1760 Charles III of Spain expelled 
the Jesuit order from all Spanish dominions. 
In New Spain his order was earried by Gas- 
par de Portola and the task of eivilizing Cali- 
fornia was undertaken by the Franciscan or- 
der of Missionary Friars. Spain's sword of 
the spirit, the mission, made its first appear- 
ance in California in 1769. 

No story in the history of this country or of 
any other approaches in color, romance, and 
adventure the story of Junipero Serra, found- 
er of the Franciscan missions in California, 
founder of the state’s civilization. In July, 
1769, more than 150 years ago, Portola ~ set 
out from San Diego to find the ‘*noble har- 
bor’? of Monterey, discovered by Vizeaino in 
1602. The eypressed shores of that bay elud- 
ed his gaze, but in the end he stumbled upon 
the bay of San Francisco. Save the native In- 
dians who thronged the shore, Portola’s eyes 
were the first to look upon the bronze portal 
of the Golden Gate. A year later Portola and 
Father Serra reached Monterey, the lost har- 
bor was found. From that day history, ec- 
clesiastical and human, was made on the shore 
of that bay. Monterey became the fountain- 
head of religion, civil and military authority 
and power in Spain’s new province. 

The founding of the Franciscan missions 
marked the beginning of the Spanish era in 
California. That era, which made an inef- 
facable impression, still reflected strongly in 
life and landmark, lasted more than half a 
@entury. In 1822 Mexico threw off the yoke 
of Spain and proclaimed herself a separate 
empire, with Iturbe on the throne as emperor, 
and California became a province of Mexico. 

Mexico ruled California for a quarter of a 
eentury—a quarter century of idleness— 
when 

Lace mantillas, fishing blades,

east a glamor over life and the senoritas of 
those days, even as now, outrivaled in all the 
finery of Cathay the alluring Amazons dream- 
ed of by Montalvo. , 

Nine million aeres went into land grants 
and their owners lived like princelings. They 
were an engaging people, the Californians of 
that day. Their charm intrigued Dana, who 
in his book, ‘‘Two Years Before the Mast.” 
speaks of them as he found them in 1835: 
thus: ‘‘Next to the love of dress, I was most 
struck by the fineness of the voices and beanty 
of intonation of both sexes. Everr common 
ruffian-looking fellow appeared to me to be 
speaking elegant Spanish.”’ 

In 1846 Mexieo went the way of Spain, and 
California became a republic. An army of 
Americans, twenty-four men at the beginning, 
established the Bear-Flag Republic. Ten thou- 
sand souls were numbered in the white popu- 
lation of California at the beginning ef 1840. 
when it was still a provinee of Mexieo. Amer- 
ieans who had drifted in as sailors and traders 
formed a small minority, but powerfal enough 
to overthrow Mexico when the need arose.

that day. At Sonoma was the only consider- 
able Mexican miltary post in California, com- 
manded by Mariano Quadalupe Vallejo. So- 
noma was regarded as a fortress by Mexico. 
It was at Sonoma that the Bear-Flag Republic 
was launched and the first Bear Flag raised in 
California, without much of a struggle, for 
Vallejo offered no resistance. Trouble came 
later, a good deal, until it fell to Captain 
John C. Fremont to save the new republic. 

Conceived and earried out by a handful of 
intrepid men, the Bear-Flag Republic endured 
only a handful of erowded days. Exactly 
twenty-four days agter its flag had been raised 
at Sonoma, Commodore John D. Sloat raised 
the Stars and Stripes at Monterey. The Bear- 
Flag Republic ceased to exist and California 
became American territory. That was the morn- 
ing of July 7, 1846. Three years later came 
the gold and, the Argonauts and the world. 
The dream of Montalvo, the Spanish romanc- 
er of California, where there was no metal but 
gold, came true with a vengeance. California, 
for centuries a land of promise to Spain and 
England and Russia and Mexico, became a 
land of promise to all the world—‘‘The Land 
of Heart’s Desire.’? So it has ever since re- 
mained and remains. 

The crown of statehood coming to Califor- 
nia in 1850 is a umique crown, for she was 
admitted to the union a full-fledged state, as 
she came from control of Mexico, without 
having to endure the probation of being a 
territory. She beeame the thirty-first state 
when the republic of the United States was 
seventy-four yeats.old and on the eve of the 
nation’s Diamond Jubilee. The Diamond Ju- 
bilee of California in September, celebrates the 
seventy-five years that have passed since its 
birth as a state, celebrates an epic of adven- 
ture and romance that has made California 
gleam as the brightest star in the zodiae of 
American commonwealths. y

This year celebrates the 75th 
anniversary of the admission of 
California into the Union, and the 
following description of the State 
Capitol, where laws are made and 
all state legal procedure takes 
place, will be of interest to every- 
one and of value to the young 
Californians growing up to take 
part in the future history of our 
wonderful state. 

Standing in a botanical park of 
over forty acres, the state capitol 
of California receives the admira- 
tion of thousands of visitors, and 
of all those living near it, Famil 
iarity does not breed contempt mm 
this case. The buildings are so 
impressive and the architecture so 
admirably in keeping with the sur- 
roundings that at every turn there 
be something to rouse the admira- 
tion of the visitor. 

The building is of four stories 
| bealde the basement, and contains | 
| 148 reems. The cornerstone was 
jlaid with Masonic ceremonies in 
1861, and the building occupied 
for the first time in 1869. The 
exterior walls of the basement and 
the first floor are of California 
granite and the three upper stories 
of hard burned brick covered with 
mastic and white paint. En- 
trances to the building on the 

north, south and west sides are 

through massive granite porticos. 

In the rotunda of the Capito! 
stands a magnificent statue of 
Columbus and Queen Isabella of 
Spain, presented to the state by 
the late Daniel Ogden Mills. The 
figures are of heroic size, and the 
statue was executed by Larkin 
Mead, an American who made his 
home in Florence, Italy. 

On the first floor are the of- 
fices of the Governor, Secretary 
of State, State Controller, Board 
of Equalization, State Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, At- 
torney General, the Law Library. 
Court Room of the Second Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal, Chamber of 
Judges, and general offices of the 
clerk, stenographers and bailiff of 
the court. 

On the second floor the Licut.- 
Governor, State Superintendent of 
Schools, State Printer, State Sur- 
veyor all hold sway, and the Sen- 
ate Chamber and Assembly are 
also located on this floor. 

The Library has a large semi- 
circular room off the corridor on 
this floor, and is one of the largest 
of all state libraries. It was 
started in 1850 with one hundred 
books given by John Fremont, and 
has imcreased now to 190,000 ex- 
ceedingly valuable volumns. There 
are over 2,000 volumns for the 
blind readers, and the library pos- 
sesses an excellent amount of in- 
formation in the way of docu- 
ments, records, etc., regarding the 
history and upbuilding of the state. 

On the third floor of the Cap- 
itol are the galleries of the senate 
and assembly chambers, offices of 
the State Board of Control, State 
Board of Health, Adjutant General, 
State Engineering Department, 
State Commission in Lunacy, Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner and others 

The fourth floor is arranged for 
legislative committee rooms, em- 
ployees’ offices, and for accommo 
dation of the various departments 
during crowded conditions. 

The park is well planted with 
trees and shrubs from all parts 
of the world, palms from Asia, 
pampas grass from South America, 
cedar trees from the Himalayas, 
cypress from Southern Europe, 
acacia, gums and bottle brush 
from Australia, pines from Italy 
and France, firs from Norway, all 
find a home in the equal and mild 
climate of California. There is 
an interesting grove of trees col- 
lected, planted and dedicated to 
the State of California by the Wo 
men of the Grand Army of the

FUNDY’S TIDES TO OUTDO MUSCLE SHOALS 


Gigantic pians are now under way to harness the 27-foot tides of 
the Bay of Fundy at Eastport, Me., and the vicinity. Dexter P. 
Cooper, noted engineer, brother of the consulting engineer of Muscle 
Shoals, is the man who is to make the feat possible. Dams, gates, and 
sluices are to be so built leading from the Bay of Fundy into Passama- 
quoddy and Cobscook Bays, so that water going on the inrush tide to 
the first bay, would fall to the lower pool, Cobscook Bay, in the out- 
flow, and this would generate 500,000 to 700,000 H. P., or twice as 
much as Muscle Shoals is expected to develop. Enough power can be 
generated continually, due to the power of the tides, to light and heat 
the Eastern United States about Maine. The project will cost $75,- 
000,000 and will control 150 square miles of sea. Photo shows a boat 
tied up at the pier, Eastport, Me., at low tide.

“sitting” is better than the 
shooting has to be! 

Those going to the Sierras 
for deer after the middle of 
the month will remember that 
grouse season opens Sept. 15, 
offering prospects for filling 
the camp pot with something 
else than the red meat of veni- 
son, Grouse appear to be re- 
sponding somewhat to their 
protection and the mild win- 
ters of recent years along the 
Sierras. Another thing for the 
triggerman to forget him not, 
is that the talk he has heard 
about an open season for squir- 
rels was only talk, and noth- 
ing more; these interesting and 
sadly-reduced little animals are 
still protected at all times.

loin ‘Reforestation committee 
and the Water Conservation Asso- 
ciation of representatives of San 
Bernardino, Riverside and Orange 
Counties, was held at the Mission 
Inn in Riverside Friday. At that 
meeting the important action of 
deciding in favor of a bigger and 
broader policy in the future, that 
the prosperity of the future shall 
tbe larger and finer than that of 
the present indeed, it was frankly 
expressed that the conservation 
of water on the Santa Ana River 
watershed must be adequate, or 
this great area is due for a séet- 
back. 


Francis Cuttle of Riverside, who 
is president’ of the two associa- 
tions, presided. The gathering 
was made up of substantial citi- 
zens from the three counties, es- 
pecially: connected with water com- 
panies and other institutions of 
like purpose. ; 


There are large problems ahead 
of the great area known as the 
Santa Ana watershed, indeed of 
all Southern California. A bill is! 
to be introduced at the next ses- 
sion of congress appropriating 
$1,000,000 on the part of the Fed- 
eral government, this amount to 
be “matched” by money raised in 
Southern California. It is under- 
stood that any part of this sum 
be available, if so matched, 
and that the several national for- 
ests, Angeles, Cleveland, San Ber- 
nardino and Santa Barbara, are 
all included. The action taken 
was to decide to educate the peo- 
ple to the necessities of the sit- 
uation, to the end that financial 
backing may be had for the vital 
needs of the situation. 


It was decided that the Presi- 
dent, Francis Cuttle, be empow- 
ered to take all necessary steps 
for the broadest participation of 
these societies in forwarding the 
policy of gréater co-operation. Mr. 
Cuttle will participate in a meet- 
ing to be held in Los Angeles to- 
morrow when the same _ subject 
will be discussed and will later go 
to Washington to assist In pass- 
ing the appropriation bill.

Mrs. John Herbert Tracy,
